3* Another informant states that no symptoms of m organised revolt exist and 
that furthermore such a revolt is not considered probable * Soma of th© more 
educated Albanians are stanch Rightists* but the mass of th© people do not 
think in terms of a political program* except for being anticommunist, 

4 W Th© above informant states that th© Communists in Albania have deprived their 
country of foodstuffs and other goods. The peasants live only on what they 
have been able to hid© from the State officials in charge of collecting last 
year’s very poor crop * The peasants keep in their houses only enough food 
for two or three days* replenishing when necessary from reserves concealed 
in the mountains* 

5* In the villages the shops are almost empty; occasionally a little salt cr 
kerosene is available* In the district of Koree* whenever a shipment of 
food or other goods arrives* local authorities divide it into two parts f on© 
part of which they distribute to the collective farm; the rest they keep for 
themselves and Communist Party members, Nothing is left for th© populace* 

6,. Th© peasants appear well enough dressed as they have mad© clothes from the 
skins of their farm animals j in th© cities ^ however* the people have little 
clothing, 

7* The prospects for a good crop this year are reported to be excellent.
